passed through the country. At Maxi- 
mo a short stop was made, and one 
mile further on the column halted foi 
lunch. When the college settlement at 
Jit Union, on the outskirts of Alli- 
ance, was reached the crowds increased 
and from that point to Camp :Bunkei 
Hill, at the Alliance fair grounds, peo- 


v pie flocked to see the odd cavalcade. 


Tents/were raised, a,nd the shivering, 


thinly <;lad soldiers gathered wood for 
fires. By tho time supper rations had 
been distributed things were more com- 
fortable. 


Alliance is the most enthusiastic 


town yet reached. Many sympathizers 
•with the movement live here, and a 
half carload of supplies, including hay 
for the stock, was donated. The street 
railways ran excursion cars to the camp 
every fifteen minutes, and as evening 
came on recruits began to cotne in. 
Adjt. Smith had seventy-five new men 
on rolls Tuesday night, making the 
column'184 strong. The new men are 
somewhat better in appearance than 
the old ones.

A few years of further ex- 


perience will convince the whole body 
of our people that :i system of national 
taxes which rests the whole burden of 
taxation on consumption, and not one 
cent on property or income, is intrinsic- 
ally unjust 
" 'While the expenses of the national 


government are largely caused by the 
protection of property, it is but right 
to call property to contribute to its 
payment- It will not do to sn.y that 
each person consumes in proportion to 
his menus. That is not true. Kvery 
one must see that the consumption of 
the rich does not bear the same relation 
to the consumption of the poor, as the 
income of the rich does the wages of 
the poor. As wealth accumulates, this 
injustice in the fundamental basis of 
our system will be fell and forced upon 
the attention of congress.'

Certain Senator* Are In Faror of * 


Tax. 


The objections raised by a few sena- 


tors against certain important parts of 
the Wilson bill's free list have a very 
flimsy foundation or no 
foundation 


whatever. There is not Hie slightest 
warrant, fir example, for an argument 
against the removal of the duty on 
bituminous coal, in behalf of producers 
of such coal in the interior of the coun- 
try and west of the AUeghanies. We 
received 
yesterday from Knoxville, 


Tenn., a copy of certain resolutions 
signed by twenty-five coal companies 
whose mines are situated in Tennessee 
or Kentucky. These resolutions urge 
the senate "to retain the tariff on, coal, 
in order that the mining and"manu- 
facturing1 industries of our respective 
states may continue their prosperity 
and be further developed, instead of 
being sacrificed for the special benefit 
of foreign coal .and iron producers. 
We further protest," say these coal 
companies, "against the destruction of 
an- investment of at least $10,000,000, 
and the reducing of our labor to the 
impoverished standard of that of other 
countries." 


it is upon suoh protests as this that 


a part of the opposition to the free-list- 
ing of coal is based, and yet the re- 
moval of the duty would not have the 
slightest injurious effect upon the in- 
dustry in Kentucky and Tennessee. It 
would not reduce the value o£ that in- 
vestment of 810,000,000, nor would it 
cut down the wages of the miners. 
This talk about labor in the resolu- 
tions, by the way, is rather amusing in 
view of the fact that the attention of 
the whole country has repeatedly been 
drawn by bloody riots to the employ- 
ment of convict labor in the mines of 
that region. The only effect of the re- 
moval of the duty would be to relieve 
manufacturers on the Pacific coast of 
the tax which they now pay on coal 
which they art! obliged to import from 
British Columbia and Australia, and to 
enable New England manufacturers to 
procure a part of their supply from Nova 
Scotia. These results of the change 
would not affect the producers of coal 
in 
Kentucky and Tennessee.

Kven with this 
protection Xova Scotia cannot compete 
in the central provinces of Canada 
with coal imported from the states we 
have mentioned. We are not sure that 
a part of this coal exported into Canada 
was not shipped from the mines of 
some of these very companies in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee that address this 
silly protest to the senate. The only- 
opposition to free coal for which there 
is the slightest excuse of any kind is 
that of one or two senators who are 
pecuniarily interested, or who are as- 
sociated with capitalists who are so in- 
terested, in two or three railroad and 
mining companies which arc now en- 
gaged in shipping coal from West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland to New England, 
and the manufacturers of New England 
and the 1'acifie coast ong-ht not to be 
taxed heavily for the benefit of their 
pockets.—N. Y. Times.

Historical Sketch of Newspapers Pub- 


lished In Portsmouth' From 1818 to 


the Present Time.

As stated in yesterday's article A. 


JlcFarlund came to Portsmouth 
in 


September 1S53, (though the printer 
pot it 1852) took charge of the Tribune- 
Clipper. The "Clipper" 
part of the 


name was then dropped. 
Dan Mc- 


Farliiiiil retired from the paper and 
went west 
A. MeFarland continued 


its Publication'until 1801, when the 
daily issue of the Tribune was sus-' 
ponded.. In that year, having been "ap- 
pointed to a clerkship m the U. S. 
senate he sold the office, which had 
been removed to Market street att- 
•joiuing Massie Block to his brother 
Daniel, who published it until 1807, 
when he sold the same to H. R. W. 
Smith and David Elick who continued 
its publication until 1809, the 
office 


having being removed to Second street, 
occupying the Second story of 
the 


building- now occupied by the Adams 
Express Company. 
In the last named 


year Albert MeFarland after . eight 
years retirement from the paper pur- 
chased the interest of H. R. W. Smith 
and the paper was published by Me- 
Farland & Elick for several years un- 
until Dave Elick sold out and moved 
to Minneapolis where he still resides. 
In '.370 McFarlaud having erected the 
t''''ce story brick on the corner of Sec- 
ond and Court streets intending the up- 
per room for his printing office, moved 
the Tribune office into the same. 
The 


paper absorbed the Republican 
and 


for a time it was 
known as "The 


Tribune and Republican," but the lat- 
ter name was finally dropped. 
In 


18SC Mr. MeFarland sold the Tribune 
to un incorporation known as "The 
Tribune Publishing Company," who 
continued lo publish iUiis a weekly, 
until last year when in September 
the paper and good will was purchased 
by Filmore M usser and .1. F. Strayer, 
who removed the ofiice to the old 
postoffice 
building on 
Court street 


from which it is at present issued. 
In January last they began the publi-

this all the newspaper changes in Ports- 
mouth, as they occurred, being fre- 
quent and confusing, hence we have 
followed tiie fortunes of the Tribune 
direct, from ISflO down to the present 
time. We will now gather up a vest- 
ago of the stray publications that arose, 
reigned and fell from that period down 
to the present time. We will then close 
liy presenting a sketch of the Demo- 
cratic publications that have preceded 


• the present " TIMES" from the days of 


the "Inquirer,'' in 1848, down to this' 
year of our Lord, 1S94. 


A number of ephemeral or campaign 


sheets have been published from time 
to time, but their existence was so 
short that J,hey hatdly, belong -.to Jiis- 
tory. 
For instance, a small sheet 


called the "Rights of Man," edited 
and printed by Sainvcl O. CUover, was 
published during the presidential cam- 
paign of 1830 and supported Martin 
Van Hureii 
for president. 
In 
1844 


another campaign paper, known as the 
"Scioto Simon Pure," was issued from 
the Tribune office, and conducted by 
the Portsmouth Clay dug." It sup- 
ported Henry Clay for president and 
was edited by O. F. Moore and others. 
In the simo campaign the "Portsmouth 
Democrat:1 appeared, supporting James 
K. Polk for president, and was edited 
by James Keyes and others. 


In 1851, "The Life Boat," a temper- 


ance paper was established by Jacob 
Miller and was continued by E Glover 
and X. II.-Parker, until the fall of 185ii, 
when it was discontinued. It advocat- 
tlic introduction of the Maine liquor 
law into Ohio. 
The Daily News was 


published from this office for a few 
weeks. 


September 1, 1852, the first number 


of 
the 
Scioto 
Valley Republican 


appeared under the auspices of Stephen 
I'. Drake, lie afterward 
associated 


with him, in its publication, bis brother, 
•Samuel I1. Drake, and its publication 
was continued, by the latter, after the 
war, 
Harry Doddridge for a time beinn- 


its publisher. It was sold to Cyrus E. 
Irwm in 18(58, who continued its publi- 
cation for a number of vears, when it 
was sold to A. MeFarland, and subse- 
quently merged into the " Tribune," by 
that gentleman.

Reaion* in It* Favor - Kxtraeta 'from Con- 
• rMRinan. Ball'i Artlole,-'.. 


Tho following1 are extracts from 


Uriel 6. Hall's article in the March 
Forum: 


-''The wealthy classes of the esis tern 


•tales, who are now opposing us in the 
enactment of this bill, are ^embarrass- 
ing the best friends' of a peaceful gov- 
ernment 
The principle 
tliat 
the 


wealth of this country should help to 
bear the burden of national taxation is 
too well settled by logic, by authority 
and by experience to justify extended 
argument now. Too of ten already have 
members of this congress been warned 
that, whenever the richer class should 
be asked to share the burdens of gov- 
ernment, they, prompted by avjjrice, 
would denounce the suggestion. 
It is 


their position, not mine, that needs de- 
fense. 


"In a recent speech in the house ol 


representatives, I said: 
" 'Were I called upori'to frame a, law 


that would keep down>demagogy, that 
would take the last grain of justice 
from the conglomerate mass of popu- 
listic heresies, it would' be an income 
lax law. ' I sincerely feel that every 
word I said was true. Under our tariff 
system its burdens are put upon con- 
sumption (the necessaries of life that 
the poor must have or perish), and a 
poor man with a wife and five children 
is forced to pay out of his small income 
a. larger sum for the support of the gov- 
ernment tban is the average man of 
great wealth with a small family. 


"All the greatest authorities on taxa- 


tion say that the subject of a nation 
should be taxed to support that nation 
according to their ability, not accord- 
ing to the section in which they live; 
recognizing that we should all be com- 
mon beavers and common supporters of 
a common country, ignoring sectional- 
ism. 


"Senator John Sherman, in a speech 


• delivered in the United States senate, 
March 15, 1881, used the following lan- 
guage: 


" 'The public mind is not yet prepared 


to apply the key of a genuine revenue 
reform. 
A few years of further ex- 


perience will convince the. whole body 
of our people that a system of national 
taxes which rests the whole biu-dcn of 
taxation on consumption, and not one 
cent on property or income, is intrinsic- 
ally unjust 


" 'While the expenses of the national 


government are largely caused by the 
protection of property, it is but right 
to call property to contribute to its 
payment 
It will not do to say that 


each person consumes in proportion to 
his means. That is nut true. 
Kvery 


one must see that the consumption of 
the rich does not bear the same relation 
to the consumption of the poor, as the 
income of the rich does the wages of 
the poor. 
As wealth accumulates, this 


injustice in the fundamental basis of 
our system will be felt and forced upon 
the attention of congress.' 


"Thorold Rogers says: 'Taxation in 


proportion to benefits received is suf- 
ficiently near the truth for the practical 
operations of government.' Konsseau 
and Mirabean, J. li. 'Say and Gnrnier, 
have approved of this system, while 
Sismoudi, in laying down his canons of 
taxation, declares that 
'every tax 


should fall on revenue, not capital,' 
and that 'taxation should never touch 
what is necessary for the existence of 
the contributor.' 
Jo in Stuart Mill 


declares that 'equality of taxation, as 
a maxim of politics, means equality of 
sacrifice.' 


"If this income tax bill is defeated one

OPPOSING 
FREE COAL.' 


Why Certain Senator.! Are In Favor of it 


TtiX. 


The objections raised by a few sena- 


tors against certain important parts of 
the Wilson bill's fi-ee list have a very 
flimsy foundation or no foundation 
wtialever. There is not the slightest 
warrant, for example, for an argument 
against the removal of the duty on 
bituminous coal, in behalf of producers 
of such coal in the interior of the coun- 
try and west of the Alleghanies. We 
received yesterday from Knoxville, 
Tenn., a copy of certain resolutions 
signed by twenty-five coal companies 
whose mines are situated in Tennessee 
or Kentucky. These resolutions urge 
the senate "to retain the tariff on coal, 
in order that the mining and'nmnu- 
facturing industries'of our respective 
states may continue their prosperity 
and be . further developed, instead of 
being sacrificed for the special benefit 
of foreign coal .and iron producers. 
We further protest," say these coal 
companies, "against the destruction of 
an-investment of at least $ 10,000,000, 
and the reducing of our labor to the 
impoverished standard of that of other 
countries." 


It is upon such protests as this that 


a part of the opposition to the free-list- 
ing of coal is based, and yet the re- 
moval of the duty would not have the 
slightest injurious effect upon the in- 
dustry in Kentucky and Tennessee. It 
would not reduce the value of that in- 
vestment of 810,000,000, nor would it 
cut down the wages of the miners. 
This. talk about labor in the resolu- 
tions, by the way, is rather amusing in 
view of the fact that the attention of 
the whole country has repeatedly been 
drawn by bloody riots to the employ- 
ment of convict labor in the mines of 
that region. The only effect of the re- 
moval of the duty would be to relieve 
manufacturers on the Pacific coast of 
the tax which they now pay on coal 
which they are obliged to import from 
British Columbia and Australia, and to 
enable New England manufacturers to 
prouiu-e a part of their supply from Nova 
Hcotia. These results of the change 
would not affect the producers of coal 
in 
Kentucky and Tennessee.

the Canadian 
bouudarj', 
for there 


were exported last year from the coal 
mines of Indiana, Illinois and Ohio in- 
to Canada 9SS,(!(lf> tons of bituminous 
coal, in spite of tho Canadian duty of 
CO cents a short ton. 
Even with this 


protection Nova Hcotia cannot compsti 
in the central provinces of Canada 
witli coal imported from the states we 
have mentioned. 
We are not sure that 


a part of this coal exported into Canada 
was not shipped from the mines of 
some of these very companies in Ken- 
tucky and Tennessee that address this 
silly protest to the senate. The only 
opposition to free coal for which there 
is the slightest excuse of any kind is 
that of one or two senators who are 
pecuniarily interested, or who arc as- 
sociated with capitalists who are so in- 
terested, in two or three railroad and 
mining companies which arc now en- 
gaged in shipping- coal from West Vir- 
ginia and Maryland to New England, 
and the manufacturers of New England 
and the Pacific coast oujrht not to be 
taxed heavily for the benefit of their 
pockets.—N. V. Times.

As Hinted iu yesterday's article A. 


JlcFarlund came to Portsmoutli 
iu 


September 1S">3, (though the printer 
wot it 1853) took charge of the Tribune- 
Clipper. The "Clipper" 
part of the 


narne was then dropped. 
Dan Me- 


Farland retired from the paper and 
went west. 
A. MeFarland continued 


its Publication'until 1801, when the. 
daily issue of tlie Tribune was sus-' 
pendecl.. In that year, having-beenvap- 
poiuted to a clerkship in the U. S. 
senate he sold tlie office, which bad 
been removed to Market street ad- 
joining Mussie Block to his brother 
Daniel, wlio published it until 1807, 
when lie sold the same to II. R. W. 
Smith and David Elicit who continued 
its publication until 1809, the 
office 


having being' removed to Second street, 
occupying the Second story of 
the 


building now occupied by the Adams 
Express Company. 
In the last named 


year Albert MeFarland atter . eight 
years retireme'nt from the paper pur- 
chased the interest of H. R. W. Smith 
and the paper was published by Mc- 
Farland & Elielc for several years uc- 
until Dave Elick sold out and moved 
to Minneapolis where he still resides. 
In 1S70 MeParland having erected 
the 


three story brick on the corner of Sec- 
ond and Court streets intending the up- 
per room for his printing office, moved 
the Tribune office into tlie same. 
The 


pitpcr absorbed the Republican 
and 


for a time it was known as "The 
Tribune and Republican," but the lat- 
ter name was finally dropped. 
In 


1SSO Mr. MeFarland sold the Tribune 
to an incorporation known as "The 
Tribune Publishing Company," who 
continued to publish iUiis a weekly, 
until last year when in September 
the paper and good will WHS purchased 
by Filmore Mnsser and .). F. Struyer, 
who removed the office to the old 
postoffice 
building on 
Court street 


from which it is at present issued. 
In January last they began the publi- 
cation of the Daily Tribune 
having 


purchased a little daily called the 
News which had beti published a few 
weeks by H. li. Hull. 


It is difficult to weave in a sketch like 


this all the newspaper changes in Ports- 
month, as they occurred, being fre- 
quent and confusing, hence we have 
followed the fortunes of the Tribune 
direct, from 1S50 down to the present 
time. We will now gatlier up a vest- 
ige of the stray publications that arose, 
reigned and fell from that period down 
to the present time. We will then close 
by presenting a sketch of the Demo- 
cratic publications that have preceded 
the present "TIMES'" from the days of 
the " Inquirer,'' in 1848, down to this> 
year of our Lord, 1894. 


A number of ephemeral or campaign 


sheets have been published from time 
to time, hut their existence was so 
short that they hardjjy.belQnpr...to,hisr. 
lory. 
i?or° instance, a, small sheet 


called the "Rights of Man," edited 
:mrt printed by Samvel G. Glover, was 
published during the presidential cam- 
paign of 1S31! and supported Martin 
Van Huron 
for president 
In 
1844 


another campaign paper, known as the 
"Scioto Simon Pure," was issued from 
the Tribune office, and conducted by 
the Portsmouth Clay Clug." Jt sup- 
ported Henry Clay for president and 
was edited by 0. P. Moore and others. 
In the same campaign the "Portsmouth 
Democrat "appeared, supporting James 
Iv. Polk for president, and was edited 
by James Iveyes and others. 


In 1851, "The Life Boat," a temper- 


ance paper was established by Jacob 
Miller and was continued by E Glover 
and N. 11.-Parker, until the fall of 185!!, 
when it was discontinued. Jt advocat- 
the introduction of the Maine liquor 
law into Ohio. The Daily News w.-is 
published from this office for a few 
weeks. 


September 1, 1852, the first number 


of 
the 
Seioto Valley Republican 


appeared under the auspices of Stephen 
!'- Drake. He afterward associated 
with him, in its publication, his brother 
Samuel P. Drake, and its publication 
was continued, by the latter, after the 
war. Hurry Doddridge for a time beinf 
'Is publisher. It was sold to Cyrus E" 
Irwin in istis, who continued its publi- 
cation for a number of years, when it 
wa.s sold t.0 A. McFarland, and subse- 
quently merged into the "Tribune " by 
tliiit gentleman.

10th the department .was called 
out from box 317. Ashed on lot near 
seventh street was burnt up, a couple 
of bicycles also being damaged, Con- 
siderable , water was thrown at this 
fire. The damage was about SlOO. The 
ast run was on March 13, from box 
818. The fire was located in a two- 
story frame on Mill street, and was a 
small affair, being out before the ar- 
rival of the department. 


Not only has the city been fortunate 


n the matter of fires, but our citizens 
ilso are to be congratulated on having 
one of the bestequipped, best managed 
and best manned fire departments in the 
state. The department is quite. up to 
date in the matter of apparatus, while 
the "laddies" who now hold forth at
